Our church in Butte was 
organized in a school building 
in February 1956, and’: ‘soon 
afterward a house and six lots 
were purchased through a loan 
from the Home Mission Board. 
The services were conducted 
in the ‘‘pastor’s homie” until 
when wé moved 
into a_ building constructed 
debt free by donated labor and 
gifts of members and friegds. 
Howerer, the building is ‘not 
complete and already needs 
additional educational space. 

Three age groups and the 
general secretaries still use the 
pastor’s home during Sunday 
School and Training Union. 

Our most urgent need at thi§ 
time is for new pews, sinc&® 
the ones we are using are 
quite shabby and often damage 
‘the clothing of those who sit 
in them. We secured them 
from the Assembly of God 
who purchased them years ago 
from a theatre. A friend of our 
church who helped in the first 
part of the construction passed 
away recently, and his widow 
has given us $100.00 in his 
memory for the purpose of 
starting a Pew Fund. If you 
should know of a church that 
is purchasing new pews and 
would like to sell us about 20 
pews fourteen feet in length, 
please ask them to write us 
about. them. 

We are repaying the: loan 
from the Home Mission Board 
at the rate of $108.00 per 
month and cannot undertake 
a large payment on pews at 
this time, but we are trusting 
God to meet this need in His 
own way. ~ 

The Lord has blessed “in 
wonderful ways in Butte, but 
we have hardly touched the 
possibilities here and we need 
your prayers. On last Sunday 
an eighteen-year-old boy was 
baptized who had been saved 
in our home weeks before, but 
had been forbidden to follow 
Christ in baptism by his Cat- 
holic father. As an answer to 
prayer, ‘the father gave his 
consent and even said he might 
come to church with his son 
soon. The boy spent the day 
with us Sunday, helping. take 
census, and told me he felt 
‘God was ealling him to preach 
the gospel. Praise the Lord!

60 Years Ago 

The new brick building, 
Jennings Hall, at the Missi- 
issippi Baptist. Orphange was 
dedicated on a recent Sun- 
day afternoon in the pre- 
sence of ‘‘a very large con- 
gregation.” Rev. I. H. And- 
ing of Summit, Mississippi, 
preached the sermon. The 


’ building cost $10,000. Though 


Superintendent L. S. Foster 
was present, who led in the 
establishment of the Orphan- 
age in 1897, he took no part 
in the exercises, not being 
well. He was due to go to 
Memphis the following week 
to ‘‘undergo another surgical 
operation.’’ 

Pastor L. H. Anding tells 
of the dedication of the ‘‘ele- 
gant new meeting house. of 
the Bogue Chitto Church,” 
Pike County, on March 30, 
1902, the dedication sermon 
being preached by Elder S. 
W. Sibley of:McComb. This 
church was organized in 1812 
and the meeting house was 
located. on the east bank of 
the Bogue Chitto River, one 
mile south of the present 
Quin’s Bridge, Pike County. 
In 1832 it moved its location 
four miles east on Carter’s 
Creek. It still retains its ori- 
ginal name, though locally 
is often called Carter’s Creek 
Church, 

The first B. Y. P. U. to be 
started in Mississippi was in 
the Natchez (First) Baptist 
Church in 1894. It contained 
persons of all ages from 8 
or 10 years old up to 80. 
The first Jr. B. Y. P. U. was 
started in the Second (Ca)- 
vary) Baptist Churcn, Jack- 
son, in 1902. And the first 
Jr. B. ¥. P. U. worker was 
Mrs. R: L. Bunyard, wife of 
the pastor at Como, Mississ- 
ippi, at that time. The state 
B. Y. P..U. worker was Pas- 
tor W. P. Price of the Second 
(Calvary) Church, Jackson. 
He was head of B. Y. P. U. 
Department at that time. 

50 Years Ago 

Pastor H. C. Joiner of the 
Wiggins Church was assisted 
in their revival meeting by 
returned Missionary W. Y. 
Quienberry. Nine were re- 
ceived for baptism and fif- 
teen by letter and statement. 

The First Church, Hatties- 
burg, closed a very success- 
ful meeting of days in which 
Pastor I. P. Trotter was as- 
sisted by W. A. McComb 
which resulted in sixty ad- 
cessions, 22 of them for bap- 
tism. 

All the evangelical denomi- 
nations of Columbus gave 
their regular services on a 
recent Sunday night wor- 
ship with the First Baptist 
Church in welcoming their 
new pastor, Rev. J.. Benj.

“WHAT IS HUMILITY? 

QUESTION: You spoke of 
“humility” in one of your recent 
columns. It was about heresies 
being taught in our seminaries. 
Do you mean to tell me that 
you believe a humble man 
would .sit by and allow false 
doctrines to be taught our 
young preachers? 












ANSWER: 
No, but I do 
mean to tell 
you the follow- 
ing, concerning 
teaching 
in our semi- 
enaries. Each 
iproposition has 
something to 
do with hu 






















mility. 






1. Our young preachers, when 
they go to the seminary, are 
graduate. students. Graduate 
students; if they ‘are ‘humbly 
seeking the truth of God, should 
look at all sides of an issue be- 
fore they make up their minds. 


2. If Baptists think they have 
the last word on any phase of 
truth, they have ceased to grow 
and will have to be set aside’by 
God, as the Pharisees were in 
New Testament days (Matthew 
21:43). 

3. Humility requires that we © 
look around us at great and 
good scholars who don’t agree 
on certain ideas in religion. We 
may be able to say (perhaps, 
sadly), “As human beings, even 
as Christians, we cannot know, 
only God knows; we can he- 
lieve.” 


4. Humility requires us to 
look back into over 300 years 
of Baptist history and admit 
that we have changed — we do 
not preach and practice what 
we did 200 years ago. ‘ 


5. If we renounce our intellec- 
tual pride we may believe 
firmly in certain doctrines for 
ourselves without. trying to 
force others to agree with us. 
Baptists have traditionally stood 
for freedom and variety within 
our own ranks. 

6. If we are truly humble 
we would never, under any cir- 
cumstance, attack a brother in 
Christ and attribute to him mo- 
tives and ideas which he doe 
not truly hold.

COLOMBIA: 


‘WHO WILL BENEFIT? 


In December of 1961, the 
governments of Colimbia and 


the United States entered into 
a ady regarding vitally 
needed educational aid to Co- 
lombia, where half of the 
children have no schools to at- 
tend. The tready was hastily 
drawn up so that President 
Kennedy could inaugurate the 
program on his recent visit to 
Colombia. The United .States 
and Colombia. are to share 
equally the cost of the 60 mil- 
lion dollar plan. : 
At the present time (March 
20, 1962) the details of the plan 
have not been solidified, how- 
ever the United States has al- 
ready turned over the first 
half ‘million dollars for school 
aid. : 
The United States in grant- 
ing funds for education: in| 
Colombia under the present 


‘circumstances is violating its 


principle of the separation of 
church and state. In Colombia. 
the Roman Catholic . Church 
has complete control of the 
“public” school system... The 
American and Colombian! sys- 
tems are irreconcilable, and ,in 
order to put the treaty into 
effect one or the other of the 
countries will have to violate 
its system. 


The U. S. has not yet de- 
manded hat these funds be 
used in schools that offer equal 
educational privileges to both 
Catholics and Protestants. Re- 
ligious discrimination in Co- 
lombia is so sever, that it is 
either impossible or miserable 
for Protestant, children to at- 
tend the’ public schools. Eyan- 
gelical churches and missions 
spend thousands of dollars per 
year to support their own 
schools. 

Catholicism Taught 

In every public school in 
Colombia, the Roman Catho- 
lic religion is taught to all 
students, and they are requir- 
ed to attend mass in a body 
each. Sunday. In sqme cases 
non-Catholic student# are ex- 
empted from attending mass, 
but are mocked in the religion 
classes.

—DEVOTIONAL 
iThe Teachings Of Jesus 
In View Of The Cross 


(Matthew 16:13-17:23) 
By Rev. Clark W. McMurray, pastor 
First, Pascagoula 

We have discussed the meaning of the great revelation 
made at Caesarea-Philippi, the place ang importance of the 
Transfiguration, and the place of faith in view of the cross. We 
come now to observe one of the dominant snd ever-recurring 
themes of Jesus’ teaching, Time and again Jesus confronted 

sweet men with the challenge of the Christian life. 
One must prepare to do certian things if he 
© is to live the Christian life, 

* 1. One must deny himself. The word deny 
|] is used today in a rather limited or restricted 
"] sense. We use it to mean doing without some- 

thing, or giving up something. For instance, 
a week of self-denial is a week when we do 
without certain pleasures or luxuries, usually 
in order to contribute to some good cause. 
What Jesus menat by self-denial is the denial 
of oneselt in every phase of life—to say no to self and to say 
yes to God. To deny oneself means, once and for all, to dethrone 
self and to enthrone God. The life of constant self-denial is the 
life of constant assent to God. 

2. One must take up his cross, In Jerusalem there awaited 
the angry mobs, the ugly mockery, and the ugly mockery, and 
the make-believe réligionists. The crgss was imminent; Jesus 
was to be crucified. He tells his disciples that if they go on with 
him, it may mean that they, too, will have to bear the cross. 
It really means that one must take up the burden of sacrifice. 
The Christian life is a life of sacrificial service. The Christian, 
as did the disciples, may have to abandon personal ambition to 
serve Christ. It is possible that he will discover that the place 
where he can render the greatest service to Christ is somewhere 
where the reward will be small and where the prestige will be 
non-existent. One may have to sacrifice certain things he could 
well afford to possess in order to give more away. The cross 
stands for sacrifice and the Christian life is the sacrificial life. 
Luke adds a word here, “Let him take up his cross daily .. ” 
The important thing is not the great moments of sacrifice, but 
a life lived in the constant awareness of the demands of God 
and the needs of others. i 

3. One must follow Jesus in complete obedience. The Christian 
life is a constant following of our leader, a constant obedience 
in thought and word and. action to Jesus Christ. The Christian 
walks in the footsteps of Jesus.

Joining the long list of 
churches to oppose the passage 
of any bill in the Mississippi 


State legislature to legalize 
whiskey in Mississippi, the 
Bethlehem Baptist Church of 
Jones Association voted un- 
animously its opposition and 
has so urged its two legislators 
to that affect. (John Neal is 
the House member and E. K. 
Collins the Senate member 
from Jones County.) % 


“One of the largest crowds 
of the spring season was in 
attendance and the vote was 
taken with the strong feeling 
that the churches of the state 
should openly oppose’ the pre- 
sent bill before the legisla- 
ture.’’ according to the pastor, 
Rev. D. C. Jenkins. 


The statement passed by 
Bethlehem Church follows: 

“The ‘Bethlehem Baptist 
Church, one of ‘the oldest 
churches in the Jones County 
Association, “by vote of its 
membership on April 15, 1962, 
is hereby notifying Hon. Re- 
presentative John Neal and 
Senator E. K.. Collins, Jones 
County representatives in the 
Mississippi State Legislature, 
that we are opposed to the 
legalization of whiskey in Miss- 
issippi, and that we urge them 
to vote against any bill that 
will legalize whiskey in Miss- 
issippi. 

‘We take this action on the 
following grounds: 

1”. The Bible is opposed to 
the use of strong drink. 

"2. We believe that legaliz- 
ing whiskey is responsible for 
increasing alcoholism.

WASHINGTON (BP) — Pres- 
ident John F. Kennedy used 
separation of church dnd state 
and public policy as reasons for 
his refusal to comment on re- 
cent actions of his church in 
New Orleans. 

At his press conference he 
was asked to comment on the 
recent action of Archbishop Jo- 
seph Francis Rummel in ex- 
communicating three segrega- 
tion leaders in New Orleans 
who were members of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church. 

President Kennedy, a. Ro- 
man Catholic who took strong 
stands for separation of church 
and state during the 1960 pres- 
idential campaign, refused to 
comment on the activities of 
his church in New Orleans by 
saying:

More re- 
cently he is reported to have 
said that when the public 
schools in New Orleans deseg- 
regate the Catholic parochial 
schools would do likewise. How- 
ever, om March 27 of this year 
the Archbishop ordered the pa- 
rochial schools to desegregate 
with the opening of school next 
fall.

Their 
son, the late Dr. Everett Gill, 
Jr., was the Southern Baptist 
Foreign Mission Board’s secre- 
tary for Latin America for 12 
years. 

Mrs. Gill was the daughter of 
Dr. William Harrison Williams, 
a Baptist minister who served 
as a chaplain with the Confed- 
erate Army, and a niece of T.

C. Williams School of Law of 
the University of Richmond is - 
named. Her ancestor, Major 
William Mayo, was the engineer 
who planned the city of Rich- 
mond.

Gill lived in several Southern 
states as a girl and attended 
Hardin College, Mexico, Mo. 

Appointed by the Foreign

The most substantial in- 
creases in missionary person- 
nel have been among the ‘so- 
called “faith missions,’’? which 
are independent, interdenomi- 
national sending agencies: Wy- 
cliffe Bible Transaltors went 
from nothing to more than 
1,000; The Evangelical Alliance 
Mission increased from 95 to 
807; the Unevangelized Tribes 
Mission from 95 to 807; and the 
Oriental: Missionary. Society 
from 36 to 198. 

Lindsell concludes that 
“church mergers have as yet. 
produced nothing that resem- 
bles a significant increase in 
foreign missionary witness so 
far as the number of mission- 
aries is concerned. Actually, 
there seems to have heen a 
general decline among those 
groups which have merged. 
The increase of missionary 
passion and concern seems to 
have been stirred largely by 
faith boards and by the small 
and generally ‘more theologi- 
cally conservative groups.” 

Lindsell challenges, there- 
fore, the widely-heard argu- 
ment that church mergers 
ought to be consummated be- 
cause they help to redlize the 
Christian mission. , 

“So far,’’ he said, ‘“‘mergers 
just have not produced such 
results.” " ' 

“While there may be com. 
pelling reasons for urging 
churches to merge, no primary 
weight can be attached to the 
notion that merger leads {o~ 
more compelling witness that 
fulfills the Great Commission,” 
he added. 

“Nor dare anyone plead for 
maintaining present divisions in 
order to speed the missionary 
task, for neither has a divided 
Christendom completed the 
task of world evangelization.” 

Lindsell urged that “sincere 
effort be made for conversa- 
tion with those churches and 
groups still functioning as 
separate units.” 

He called for a merger 
movement ‘‘on the field.

Lindsel also pointed to the 
American Board of Commis- 
sioners for Foreign Missions, 
oldest missionary sending 
agency in the United States. 
The board, interdenominational 
at the outset, subsequently be- 
came affilited with Congrega- 
tional Churches, which merged 
with the Christian Church in 
1931. In 1936, according to 
Lindsell, there were 495 mis- 
sionaries operating under the 
board. By 1960 the total num- 
ber had dropped to 364. 


Other large denominations 
listed as having suffered net 
losses in missionary personnel 
during the last 20 or 30 years 
were the United Presbyterian 
Church in the U. S. A., the 
‘Protestant Episcopal Church, 
and the American Baptist Con- 
vention,. which has undergone 
several divisions. 

Lindsell, a specialist in mis- 
sionary trends, is author of 
“A Christian Philosophy of 
Missions.” Since 1947 he has 
been with Fuller, one of the 
newest accredited interdenomi- 
national seminaries in Amer- 
ica. 

" Provided Statistics 

Lindsell also supplied mis- 
sionary petsonnel statistics for 
several merged denominations 
which have seen advances. The 
Evangelical and Reformed 
Church (now part of the Unit- 
ed Church of Christ) went from 
116 missionaries in 1936 to 153 
in 1960 for an increase of 
slightly more than 30 per. cent, 
the Evangelical United Bre- 
thren Church from 101 in 1936 
to 143 in 1960 for an increase 
of “slightly more than 40 per 
cent. 

The unified Methodist Church 
was said to have seen an in- 
crease in its total number of 
missionaries ‘of just under 20 
per cent since its creation in

Consequently, Mr. Y. would 
drive down to the express of- 
fice and get several quarts and 
some times several gallons of 
whiskey, purportedly for his 
own consumption, while much 
of it was bootlegged. The same 
thing would be true if one case 
of beer is allowed per person. 

We feel that every Christian 
should oppose this camel trick 
and let their respective repre- 
sentatives and senators know 
their feelings and desires and 
encourage action against such 
deception. ;

The theme of Romans 
is the God - kind - of - right- 
eousness (Rom. 1:17).. The 
word “righteousness” appears 
in this book. thirty-six times. 
Here “righteousness” is not an 
attribute of God. It is His 
activity whereby God declares 
man “righteous” or ‘“‘justifi- 
ed.” This word belongs to a 
family of. Greek nouns which 
do not describe what one is 
but what one is declared to be. 
So man within himself is not 
righteous. God declares him 
to be righteous as though he 
had not. sinned. This He does 
because of the righteousness 
of God” which is in Christ 
Jesus (Rom. 10:3-10). 

This “righteousness” is put 
down to man’s account (Rom. 
4:3) because of his faith in 
Christ (John 1:12). Paul says 
‘that it is “from faith to faith’ 
(Rom. 1:17), or a matter of 


“Righteousness” when used 
of God refers to His holiness 
(Rom, 3:5,25); when used of 
Christ)it denotes His moral per- 
fection or sinlessness (John 
16:8,10); when used of man it 
connotes that which God de- 
mands or that condition which 
is acceptable to God (Matt. 
6:33). The Jews thought of this 
righteousness in terms of 
works of the law (Rom. 10:3), 
a righteousness. which they 
could not achieve (Matt. 5:20). 

“Righteousness” is -one of 
the great words of the New 
Testament, appearing ninety- 
two times. It is akin to “‘justi- 
fication’”” which appears only 
twice (Rom. 4:25; 5:18). But

The Church Development 
Ministry is an incentive-type ap- 
proach to all phases of South-| 
ern Baptist church work. It is, 
called a ministry because it is 
designed to give guidance to the | 
churches as they: evaluate the| 
church’s ministry to itself, to! 
the community, and to the! 
world. 
It is further designated as a} 
ministry of the association, the | 
state, and the Home Mission 
| Board, since all three provide 
|” special assistance and recogni- 
tion of participating churches. 
Once the leadership of the 
church becomes familiar with 
the procedure as outlined in the 
guidebook, the church_votes to 
officially enroll. To facilitate 
this matter, an enrollment sheet 
is provided in the back of the 
guidebook. A participating 
church then engages in the 
Church Community Survey. 
In the meantime, @ General 
Progress Committee is formed 
such as may already be in ope- 
ration (Church Council), to 
guide all undertakings. A 
Church Ministries inventory is 
provided in the guide contain- 
ing three major divisions: 
Toward Better Church 
Toward a Better Church, To- 
- ward a Better Community, and 
Toward a Better World. This 
- Inventory is a broad outline of

projects should be what are fe- 
quired to meet the needs re- 
vealed in the Survey and In- 
ventory. 

They will include both im- 
mediate and long-range pro- 
jects, goals and services. The 
General Progress Committee 
works with the pastor in assign- 
ing the  responsibiilties of 
reaching these projects to the 


appropriate person, group, or 


organization. 

To assist in the further en- 
listment of workers and to pro- 
vide recognition of those who 
are working, a record of the 
progress; is Kept in scrapbook 
form. In the Record of Prog- 
ress the story of the comple- 
tion of each undertaking is 
told. Pictures, news clippings 
and brief captions provide a 
pictorial history of the program 
of that church for that year.

Work 


Thirty-five young people sur- 
rendered their lives to be used 
in some type Of church-related 
vocation. This means that if 
every church in the Southern 


’| Baptist Convention had done as 


well, there would have been 
four thousand five hundred 
young people in Mississippi and 
eighty thousand in the South- 
ern Baptist Convention to dedi- 
cate their lives for some ive 
of church-related vocation in 
1961. 

Also should all of these at- 
tend a-seminary, it would mean 
that Southern Baptists would 
need more than seventy new 
seminaries to train them, pro- 
vided they all had the same en- 
rollment as the average South- 
ern Baptist seminary has today, 
or these would be twenty to 
twenty-five per cent more de- 
dications than we have enrolled 
in all of our Baptist colleges at 
present. 

Total Implementation 

Of the many things reported 
by the churches, the following 
stand out: 

Organization or reorganiza- 
tion of Sunday schools, Train- 
ing Unions, WMUs with the 
auxiliaries, Braherhoods and 
RAs,‘ and oehois and church 
councils, the providing of more 
adequate pastors’ homes, 
church buildings (including 
new buildings and renovation of 
old buildings), recreational fac- 
ilities, hymnals, baptistry drap- 
es and new furniture, participa- 
tion in training sufficient to 
have at least three standard 
Vacation Bible. Schols, at least 
two standard Sunday schools, 
and some standard: units in 
Training Union. 

The churches participated in 
Training Union tournaments, 
Schools of Missions, and other 
activities promoted through the 
associations. At least four of 
the fourteen churches estab- 
lished missions in the 30,000 
Movement and reported them 
through our office. They also 
reached more than twice as 
many people for baptism dur- 
ing the nine months period than 
the year before.

Thus the ruling of the lower 
court on the constitutionality 
of loans to parochial schools 
would become the standard in- 
terpretation of the law of the 
land without any ruling from 
the Supreme Court. ; 

Sen. Morse said in his re- 
marks to the Senate that he 
and Sen. Clark “with the ap- 
proval of the attorney general 
and the knowledge of the presi- 
dent, worked with the! solicitor 
general in drafting the wording 
of that section of the bill” that 
provided for judicial review. 

It is not likely that this bill 
will be brought before the Con- 
gress for action this year. How- 
ever, it is possible that this pro- 
vision for judicial review could 
‘be incorporated in other bills 
in the future. 

The effect of such a provision 
would be to get everybody, from 
the president on down, off the 
constitutional hook that pro- 
hibits aid to parochial schools. 
But it would not be a genuine 
decision by the highest court in 
the land on the meaning of the 
first amendment in relation to 
loans to parochial schools.

Passage Urged 

Now the bill crops up again 
in remarks by Senators Clark 
and Morse on the floor of the 
Senate. Both men urged pass- 
age of the bill in order to settle 
once for all the question of the 
constitutionality of loans. to 
parochial schools. 

Here is the way such a bill 
would “settle” the constitution- 
ality of such loans. 

The provision for judicial re- 
view would give standing in a 
statutory court to three cate- 
gories of plaintiffs: (1) a school 
whose application for @ loan 
has been denied by the U. S. 
Commissioner of Education on 
the ground that such a loan 
violates the first amendment; 
(2) a citizen who pays income 
taxes and who challenges such 
loans as a violation of the first 
amendment; and (3) a school 
whose application has been de- 
nied because of lack of funds 
might ask for a review of the 
loans to other schools as viola- 
tions of the first amendment.
